_ We have frequently met with objec- 
tions, (and in some instances from our 
Baptist brethren) to our use of the 
term reverend, as the distinguishing ti- 
tle of ministers of the Gospel. The 
principal grounds of these objections 
are, that the same title is given toeccle 
stastics who have assumed offices, and 
wielded authority, which we deem un- 
Warrantable ; and that the word is of 
foo important a character to suit the 
condition of a servant, or minister. Al- 
tho? we might be better pleased with 
other titles, could they be generally 
adopted, yet, in the present state of 
things, we are disposed to adhere to 
the appellation, for the following rea- 
Sons, ‘“.* 

1. Tf evils do result from the prac-

Notwithstanding the appellation rever- 
end, has been employedin honor of 
the occupants of papal hierarchies, 
and protestant bishoprics, yet the same 
title, when used by the baptists, and 
other dissenters, is by no one consider- 
ed expressive of that personal hom- 
age, which is paid to popes, prelates, 
cardinals, and lord bishops, by their 
cringing devotees. The reason is, the 
Baptists, and all others who hold to the 
independence of the churches, are uni- 
versally known to consider, and treat 
their ministers not as lords, but as ser- 
vants of the church. Our use of the 
title, therefore, is well understood be- 
ing interpreted by our uniform senti- 
ments and practice. As words are 
arbitrary, and serve only as the signs 
of our ideas, it is of little importance 
what words we use, provided they con- 
vey precisely the ideas we intend to ex- 
press. ‘l'hat by the title Rev. in ap- 
plication to ministers of the gospel we 
mean to suggest, only, that they belong 
to the sacred oflice, must be evident to 
every person of reflection, from the 
fact, that we apply it indiscriminately 
to all in that office, without regard to 
their personal merit or distinction, 
We give the appellation as freely to 
ministers of lower capacity, fewer ac- 
quirements, and less eminence, as to 
those of higher capacity, more exten- 
sive acquirements, and superior excel- 
lence. 

That our brethren in general, do not 
entertain too high a respect for their 
ministers, is perfectly apparent, from 
the compensation they give them, the 
freedom with which they controvert 
their opinions, and the familiarity with 
which they accost them on various oc- 
casions, and diverse subjects. With 
us, the title is expressive of what per- 
tains to the station, not to the person 
of him who fills it. And certainly the 
scriptures require us to pay great de- 
ference to that solemn, responsible, | 
and awful station. It isnotas the ser-| 
vauts of men, but as the messengers of 
God, that ministers are to be revered, 
Says the apostle, “ Now then we are | 
ambassadors for Christ, as though God 
did beseech you by us ; we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
God.” 

If, then, ministers, like the apostle, 
are ambassadors for Christ, and act in 
his stead, should we not speak of such 
substitutes reverentially ? The revy- 


erence required, or expressed, is not 
of the servant, personally, but of the 
God whom he serves—not of the am- 
bassador, but of the Sovereign whom 
he represents. Is it then, improper 
that the minister of the gospel should 
receive a significant badge of his office, 
an appellation, which bids us revere 
that venerable being. whose oflicer he 
is? We are requiredto serve God 
with reverence and godly fear. (Heb. 
xii, 28.) Weare also taught to speak 
of God, with reverence and godly fear. 
Nor does it less behove us, to speak of 
the things of God, especially his repre- 
sentatives or ambassadors, with rever- 
ence and godiy fear. The great apos- 
tle of the Gentiles, apologized for hav- 
ing treated the high priest with indif- 
ference, by saying, be knew not that 
he was the high priest.—David trea- 
ted king Saul, spake of him, and to him, 
with reverence ; not because he was a 
very worthy man. nor because he Was 
an anointed person, but becau.e he was 
jod’s anomted. So we style gospel 
ministers Rev. not on account of their |!

but because they are God’s ministers, 
It is to be feared that some are desir.

PERU.—It now appears that the reports 
we had received from different quarters of the 
disaffection of some of the Spanish generals in 
Peru with the royal government at home, were 
not without foundation, and it is to be hoped, 
for their own sakes, as well as for that of the 
Patriots, that more of them will renounce the 
cause of Ferdinand. Their chances of ul- 
timate success, in attempting to crush the Pa- 
triots, appear extremely small ; and even if 
they could persuade themselves to expect it, 
thev are said to be chiefly Constitutionalists, 
and therefore can look for little confidence or 
real gratitude from the present government ol 
Spain. Itis evident that a great antipathy 


' subsists between the Constitutinalists and the 


absolute royalists. The Viceroy [a Serna 
lately expressed himself with great bitterness 
against one of the generals fighting under the 
standard of the King ; and generals Carrata- 
la and Olaneta, with their armies, have since 
met in the field. What new scenes of blood- 
shed or of peace we are yet to hear of from 
those unhappy regions, it is impossible with 
confidence to conjecture ; but it 1s encoura- 
ging to remark that amidst all the confusion 
and divisions which are seizing upon the King 
and his armies, the friends of independence 
seem to be collecting their strength, and pre- 
pared to reap every advantage within their 
power.-—-M. Y. D. Ade.

The trialsof the conspirators belonging to 
the Argyle and Golden Grove estates, termi- 
nated (fur the present) on Saturday last, 12 
of whom have been hanged, three sen tenced 
to transportation, and une to be hanged or 
pardoned when the Governor’s fiat is known. 
There are sull others to be tried, and sume 
belonging to different properties, who have 
been criminated by the confessions of thie a- 
bove mentioned unfortunate victims of false- 
hood and avarice. They will be shortly tried, 
and we fear they must expiate on the gallows 
the crimes they have contemplated. 

The following account is given of the death 
of Henry M’Kenzie, who was executed among 
the number spoken of above. 

Upon the clergymen’s going to Henry Me 
Kenzie, he desired them to go from him—he 
did not want consolation. He kuew that what 
he had done was right, he knew that he was 
free, and that it was withheld from bim—he 
was sure God would receive him with open 
arms ; thet the clergymen only wanted to get 


| something out of him to save their own necks ; 


that the white people thought the business was 
done, but it was scarcely begun. Upon bis 
goiug into the cart, he looked at his bandcutls, 
and in the presence of the multitude said :— 
“If he could on'y once more get them off, he 
would make Lucea know how to make laws 
for negroes.” On tis way up to the estate, he 
invited all the negroes he met to go to his fu- 
neral. An unfortunate occurrence took place 
from the breaking of the rope by which he 
was suspended Upon his falling, he, in a 
moment, was upon his legs, and appealed to all 
around, if it was not a mark of his innocence, 


asthe Almighty would not permit of his being 


hanged. A little confusion took place in con- 
sequence, and as the women appeared to be 
pressing in, the officer faced the force under 
his command outwards, until Henry Mekeuzie 
was again suspended. One of the rebels ob- 
served to one of the militia, that he tad better 
take care of his red coat, as he would soon 
have enough to do with it. The negrues be- 
longing to the estate, so far from the appear- 
ance of any thing like decent sorrow, set up a 
howl of demons disappointed of their revenge.

From the Connecticut Journal. 
LA FAYETTE. 


In our last we gave a brief notice of 
the visit of the General to this city, (New- 
Haven.) Inthe hasty manner in which 
the article was prepared we were able to 
give buta mere sketch. The following, 
prepared to our hands does better justice 
to the subject. 

In July, the Court of Common Council 
appointed the Mayor and Aldermen a 
committee to provide for the reception of 
General La Fayette. The committee re- 
solved to take no public measures until 
he should arrive in the country, and it 
should be ascertained that he would actu- 
ally visit the city. In that event, they 
conceived it no part of their office to pro- 
duce ap artificial excitement, but simply 
to give all the citizens the best opportuat- 
ty to testify most effectually the spontane- 
ous homage of their esteem and gratitade. 

On Tuesday the 17th of August, news 
was received of the General’s arrival at 
New-York. This joyful intelligence was 
announced here by ringing all the bells, 
and a discharge of 24 guns. 

A delegation was immediately sent on 
to invite the general to this city. The 
Hoa. H. W. Edwards, of the U.S. Sen- 
ate, and Wm. H. Jones, Esq. both Alder- 
men of this city, were deputed on this 
eervice, together with James A. Hillhouse 
Esq. who had been recently in Paris, and 
was personally wellknownto him. These 
gentlemen, travelling all night, reached 
New-York onthe 18th. They were ve- 
ry politely received by the General, who 
invited them to dine with him. His reply 
to their invitation, directed to the Mayor, 
was as follows :— 

** New-York, August 19, 1824. 

Six—With profound gratitade | have 
received the flattering invitation contain- 
ed in your letter of the 17th, which your 
honourable committee were pleased to 
deliver tome. It could not but add to 
my former intention to visit your res- 
pected metropolis. [much regret thata 
previous engagement at Boston, does not 
permit my stay at New-Haven to be this 
time as long as [| coald wish. But I an- 
ticipate the honour and pleasure to ex- 
press to you the morning after to-morrow, 
my high and grateful respects. 

| have the honour to be, Sir, : 
Your most obedient servant, 
LA FAYETTE.” 

On the evening of Thursday, the dep- 
utation returned to New- Haven, and made 
areportto the Common Couucil. At 10 
o’clock a despatch was sent to the Gov- 
ernor at Litchfield. His Excellency, 
though then young, was an efficient whig 
of the Revolution. His arrival here the 
next day, at 2 o’clock, appeared to give a 

sensible pleasure to the citizens. 

On Friday the 20th, the committee is- 
sued handbills containing the order of the 
arrangements for receiving the General.— 
Ile was expected to arrive that evening, 
and depart the next day at noon. Such 
was the calculation on his leaving New- 
York. ‘he military had all tendered their 
services and the studeuts of the College 
aud the inhabitants generally, were anx- 
ious to illuminate the city. 

Cards of invitation were issued to all 
the civil and military authorities of the city, 
town, county, state, and of the U. Staies, 
known to be here, the surviving officers of 
the revolution, the President and Professors 
of the University, the Principal of the 
Lancaster School, and all the Clergy, to 
partake of a breakfast given by the city to 
the General. It had been resolved, if time 
should permit, to make the invitation uni- 
versal to an entertainment under the branch- 
ing elias of the Green, 

At noon, an express was despatched with 
orders to meet the General, and return so 
as to give one hour’s notice of his arrival. 
At 3 o’clock, Aldermen Edwards and 
Jones set out for Stratford, to meet and 
conduct him to this city. The Horse 
Guards soon after followed. 

At 9 o'clock no intelligence had been 
obtained. As the General was to dine at 
Bridgeport, the express was expected every 
moment. ‘The evening advanced, and the 
impatience of the people increased. At 
10 the New-York mail arrived. Curiosity 


was excited to the highest pitch. The stage | 
had passed the cavalcade at Harlaem — | 


Some gentlemen of the Hartford delega- 
tiou in the stage assured us, it was the de- 
termination of the General, and of the 
New-York Committee, who accompanied 
him, to reach New Haven that night, and 
no difficulty was anticipated by them in ef- 
fecting it. As the mail left Fairfield, the 
report of cannon was distinctly heard, sup- 
posed to be from Norwalk. 

The illumination was deferred, but the 
solicitude wasextreme At eleven o’clock 
the express had not arrived. It then ap- 
peared certain the General could not be 
here till after 12. There was indeed 
scarcely a hope he could arrive till the next 
day. 

Athalf past 11 two guns were fired. In 
a moment the whole city was in a blaze of 
light. It seemed like fairy land, and the 
visions of Arabian enchanters were more 
than realized. A large and splendid trans- 
pareucy, with the words “Wetcome La 
Paverre” legible at a great distance, ap- 
peared aloft in front of the hotel with A- 
merican and French flags waving around 
it. Smaller transparencies with the same 
words, were seen over the doors of maby 


houses. The shops were tastefully deco- 
rated with every variety of fanciful ar- 
rangement. The streets were full of peo- 
ple—the old and the young, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, all enquiring for the General. 

At twelve no messenger had arrived, and 
hope was gone for the night. Still the il- 
lumination continued, and the streets were 
crowded till one. The court of Common 
Council, which had convened at eight, re- 
mained in session till two o'clock. 

A little after two, the express arrived, 
bearing a letter from Col. Colden, of the 
General’s suite, dated at Bridgeport at 12 
o’clock, stating that such was the concourse 
of people every where on the road, and 
such the unaviodable interruption, that 
they had not been able to proceed further. 
He was authorized by the General to say, 
that he hoped to reach New-Haven by 9 
or 10 o’clock in the morning. 

On the morning of Saturday the 21st, 
the city was, at an early hour, full of peo- 
ple. Strangers were flocking in from the 
country in every direction. The military 
were under arms. A lively joy animated 
ithe whole scene. Great numbers were out 
to meet the procession. 

Fifteen minutes before 10, from the top 
of the Hotel there was seen a long caval 
cade descending the hills of Orange.— 
Three guns gave a signal of the General’s 
approach. Iu an instant, all the streets 
and avenues, the houses and house-tops, a- 
round the Hotel, and on the New-York 
road, were crowded with people. 

At 10 o'clock, 24 guns announced that 
General La Fayette had arrived. He was 
actually in the midst of us. He sat with 
his son inan open carriage, and was un- 


covered. ‘The death-like stillness of the 
imaltitude was truly impressive. For a 
|minute every eve was upon him A few 
fold mev had seen him here forty-six years 
ago, then a young and gallant soldier. We 
had all seen him in the page of history.— 


manner of his reception, and bowed grace 
fully to all around him. As he descended 
from his barouche, the universal feeling 
burst forth. ‘Three animated cheers of 
weicome were spontaneously given. Such 
a shout here was never known before. 

The procession was led by the Horse 
Guards. Aldermen Edwards and Jones 
immediately preceded the General’s car- 
riage. Hus only son George Washington 
La Fayette and Mons. Auguste Le Vas. 
seur, his secretary, and a servant, had ac- 
companied him from France. A commit- 
tee of the New-York corporation, cousist- 
ing of Aldermen Zabriskie, Doughty, 
Wyckoff, and Hone, together with Col. 
Colden, attended the General to Boston.— 
After them followed a long train of car- 
riages and mounted citizens. 

The General was conducted to the room of 
the Common Council then in session. The 
Mayor was then presented to him by the 
Hon. Mr. Edwards and addressed him as 
follows : 

General La Fayette, 

Sir—The authorities of New-Haven can 
better feel than express their delight in 
welcoming your arrival. 

A generation has passed away since our 
fathers saw you* encamped in youder fields. 
They beheld your merits and hastened to 
enrol your name as a felow citizen.t 

The voice of history has made us all 
familiar with your services and your suffer- 
ings in the cause of liberty in the old world 
and inthe new. Success has here crown- 
ed your exertions. We aud our children 
will recognize the ever increasing debt of 
gratitude due to him who has devoted a 
long life of action and glory, to principles 
of rational liberty and equality, teaching 
people and rulers that governments were 
made for men, and not men for goveru- 
ments. The couutless millions of freeinen, 
yet unborn, who will soon overspread this 
great continent, will repeat to successive 
| generations the name of La Fayverre.— 
They will ascribe tothe man now before 
us, and to his associates in council aud in 
arms, their independence and happiness. 

As for ourselves, Citizen General, our 
joy is complete in viewing as our guest the

Next appeared the few surviving officers

‘eect him, and without introduction, called 
him by name, and affectionately embraced 
him.

Not a dry eye was seen in the room. The 
eflect was electric. 

Then were presented individually all the 
civil and military authorities, the faculty of 
the College, and the Rev. Clergy. Mr. 
Bishop, the Collector, he had known in 
‘France. ‘To the Hon Mr Foot he ex- 
pressed the grateful sense he entertained 
‘of the proceedings of Congress. Mr. In- 
sersoll’s sister, the beautiful and accom- 
plished madame G. he had known in Par- 
isian circles.

Hundreds of citizens crowded around, 
The Mayor aided by the Sheriff, presented 
each to him by name, and he took them 
all by the hand. Old Roger Sherman a- 
irose to his view, on seeing his son, and this 
|Statesman of 1776 was mentioned with his 
appropriate character. Many old soldiers 
appeared, great numbers of the citizens 
were prompt to tell him how much happi- 
ness they felt at having a father, an uncle, 
or a brother, who at Brandywine, at Mon- 


side. These recollections sensibly afiected 
him. One old soldier told us how he had 
seen the General descend from his horse 
and at the head of his Division ford the 
Schuytkill, four feet deep, two cold No- 
vember nights in succession. He never 
shunned any fatigue or danger, said the old 
man, with tears in his eyes, and always led 
the way. 

The troops were paraded in front of the 
Hotel, and fired a salute. They then 
marched by in review, followed by a train 
of three hundred students of the College, 
lwo and two, with the badges of their sev- 
‘eral societies. . It was an interesting sight. 
The citizens again gave three loud huzzas—

| He thanked them for the very kind re- 
iception they gave him. He had passed 
through this town in 1778. He was now 
}most agreeably surprised at the great im- 
‘provements since made. ‘To see such very 
fine troops had given him a very particu- 
ilar pleasure; but above all he should al- 
ways have the profoundest sense of the 
cordial welcome given him here. Pressing 
his hand on his breast, he said, he was de-

The citizens were again collecting a- 
round.

jere. His mother escaped with this son 
and other children into the mountains, 
where they wandered three days without 
food Atlength they were taken off by a 
vessel on the opposite side of the island 
and brought to Malta. 


At 12 o’clock the General passed to the 
Green and reviewed the troops. Here 
were the Horse Guards commanded by 
Major Huggins, a squadron of Cavalry by 
Adjutant Harrison, the Foot Guards by 
Lieut. Boardman, the Artillery by Lieut. 
Redfield, the Iron Greys by Lieut. Nicoll, 
and a battalion of Infantay by Capt. Bills 
—the whole under Maj. Granniss. The 
General walked down the whole line, 
shaking hands with every officer, and bow- 
ing to the men—making appropriate re- 
marks on the appearance of the troops. 
Such great improvements since the war 
he had not expected. Wecould not then 
be said to have any artillery at all, and it 
was apparent he attached the utmost im- 
portance to this force. The imposing as- 
pect of the Foot Guards—the exact move- 
ments of the Iron Greys, and the fine ap- 
perrance and correct discipline of the 
whole received his applause. 

Standing at the door of Mr. Smith, in 
whose house he was in{roduced to the fam- 
ily, he again received the marching salute 
ofthe troops. Before they came up, at 
the house of the Hon. Mr. Daggett, he$paid 
his respects to Mrs. Barber, an aged lady, 
the sister of the Hon. Judge Edwards, and 
widow of Col. Barber, who was slain in the 
revolution ; also to Miss Ogden, a grand- 
daughter of Gen. Wooster, who was killed 
at Danbury. The wonderful exactness of 
the General’s memory was here displayed 
ina littleincident.

With a 
rare simplicity of manners, he resigns him.

around him. His dress was plain—a blue 
coat, and nankeen pantaloons. His hair 
is said to have been sandy, but he now 
wearsa scratch. He has the hat sent to 
him in France from New York, by Mr. 
Hurley, but while here he had little use for 
a hat, being covered scarcely a moment. 

His visit produced a spotaneous excite. 
ment, such as was never witnessed here 
before. Every individual seemed to feel 
as did an eloquent orator, who not long 
since declared in public, © I had rather 
shake hands with La Fayette than with 
all the potentates of the earth.” It seem- 
ed as if they had all inhaled a draught of 
exhilarating gas. 10,000 people never be. 
fore enjoyed here four hours of more ex. 
quisite delight. 

Notes.— The General, or his way from New. 
York to this city, was obliged to stop every 
few miles and receive the welcome of the 
crowds who assembled in every village. At 
Putuam’s Hill in Greenwich, Conn. where 
Putnam escaped from the British by riding 
almost a perpendicular flight of rocks. the la- 
dies erected an arch with sweet briars, roses, 
&c. over which waved the flag carried by the 
regiment of that place in the Battle of White 
Plains. The venerable Dr. Lewis wrote as 
an inscription,—** This arch, on the hill ren- 
dered memorable by the brave General Put- 
nam, is erected in honor of the illustrious the 
Marquis de Ja Fayette, the early and distin- 
guished champion of American liberty, and 
the tried friend of Washington.” When 
the General arrived. Mr. Lewis took him by 
the hand and said, ** With themuillions of A- 
merica, | welcome you to this land of freedom, 
and rejoice that God has spared my life to see 
that veteran General, who so eminently 
distinguished himsel! ip procuring her liber- 
ties” The Marquis was much affected by 
this interview with his old companion, and 
with the people. tle bowed to the gentlemen, 
and then to the ladies-—thanked them for their 
attention, and said he was happy to find him- 
self among them. On parting, Mr. Lewis

Riding to the South gate of the College yard 
he was there received by the President, at 
the head of the faculty, who conducted 
him through a double line of students to the 
Lyceum, visiting the splendid cabinet and 
the library. Here is a full length portrait 
of Washington, taken by Trumbull during 
the war, and pronounced by those who 
| never saw him afterwards, a perfect like- 
‘ness. Gen. Cobb, the aid of Washington, 
| on viewing it a few years since declared he 
had never seen him on canvass before. 

The General was much gratified with 
his visit to the University. He did not an- 
ticipate such an establishment. He has in 
France been the active friend of science and 
of universal instruction. So great has been 
his zeal for teaching every child, that the 
ultra royalists have charged him with a de- 
sign to corrupt all the youth of the nation 
by infusing republican notions. 

The president gave him an invitation to 
(the Commencement, and he expressed a 
Strong desire to attend this anniversary if 
practicable. ‘There is some reason to an- 
ticipate the pleasure of his company on that 
occasivll. 

Passing through Chapel and York streets 
to the new burying ground he stopped a 
moment to view this unique depository of 
the dead. He was pointed to the grave of 
flumphreys, the aid of Washington ; of

pitably entertained forty-five years ago, when 
the army under his command was encamped in 
that place. 

At Guilford he was received with a cordial 
welcome. Three companies of military were 
paraded on the Green and and saluted him 
with artillery and smali arms-—crowds pressed

from Fort Trumbull--Gen. William North, an 
old companion in arms, conducted him to the 
rooms assigned him when he received the 
hands of the thousands that crowded to see 
him—he attended divine service in the after- 
voon and continued his tour, and lodged in 
Plainfield on Sunday'night. On Monday fore- 
noon he entered Providence under the dis- 
charge of artillery, and was welcomed by 
thonsands, continued there till nearly the close 
of the day, and arrived at Dedham about 1!
